Summer is coming to an end 
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An emergency vehicle 
drives into New Orleans a 
day after Hurricane Gustav 
hit Louisiana.

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Nagin urges evacuees 
to wait a few days before 
returning to New Orleans

NEW ORLEANS ./Viixious evacuees across the 
country clamored to come home I’ucsday 
after their city was largely spared by Hurricane 
Gustay but Mayor Ray Nagin warned they 
may have to wait in shelters and motels a few 
days longer. 

The city's improved levee system helped 
avert a disaster like Hurricane Katrina, which 
flooded most of the city, and officials got an 
assist from a disorganized and weakened 
Gustay which came ashore about 72 miles 
southwest of the city Monday morning. Eight 
deaths were attributed to the storm in the 
U.S. after it killed at least 94 people across the 
Caribbean. 

But New Oi leans still was a city that took a 
glancing blow from a hurricane: A mandatory 
evacuation order and curfew remained in effect. 


Electric crews started work on restoring power 
to the nearly 80,000 homes and businesses in 
New Orleans — and more than i million in the 
region — that remained without power after 
the storm damaged transmission lines that 
snapped like rubber bands in the wind. 

“We have a massive caravan of crews cc^ming 
to the cirv^ and they should be here this 

1* w' 

morning to fix the rest {)f the power outages/^ 
Nagin said on CBS “Eai'ly Show.’' 

The city's sewer system was damaged, and 
hospitals were working with skeleton crews 
on backup power. Drinking water continued 
to flow in the city. 

Nagin cautioned that duesd ay would be too 
eai'ly for residents to return to New Orleans, 
but their homecoming was “only days away, 
not weeks.” 

Crews would comb the city Tuesday to 
fully review the damage, Nagin said, with the 
goal of having residents return beginning late 
Wednesday or Thursday 

But in shelters, people far away from their 
homes were growing restless in convention 
centers and gymnasiums. Fights broke out 


HOSPITAL E VACUATIONS 

Some 800 patients in a dozen Louisiana 
hospitais may have to be evacuated in the 
next three days because the facliities do not 
have air conditioning. 

Trey Wiiiiams, a spokesman for the 
Louisiana governor’s office, said from Baton 
Rouge on Tuesday that seven nursing homes 
may also have to evacuate for the same 
reason. 

While the facilities have back-up 
generators, the emergency power does not 
run air conditioning systems, he said ap

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Google takes 
on Microsoft 
with new 
Web browser

SAN FRANCISCO Google is 
releasing its own Web browser in 
a long-anticipated niove aimed 
at countering the dominance of 
Aiicrosoft’s internet Explorer 
and ensuring easy access to its 
market-leading search engine. 

Google company took the 
unusual step of announcing its 
latest product on the Labor 
Day holiday after it prematurely 
sent nut a comic book drawn 
up CO herald the new browser's 
arrival. 

The free browser, called 
“Chrome,” is supposed to be 
available for downloading 
Tuesday in more than 100 
countries for computers running 
o n Mic r o s o f c's Win d o w s 
operating system. Google said 
it's still working on versions 
compatible with Apple's 
Alac computer and the Linux 
operating system. 

Cioogle's browser is expected 
to hit the market a week after 
Alicrosnft’s unveiling of a test 
version of its latest browser 
update, Internet Explorer 8. 
The tweaks include more tools 
for Web surfers to cloak their 
online preferences, creating a 
shield that could make it more 
difficult for Google and other 
marketing netw^orks to figure 
out which ads are most likely to 
appeal to which individuals. 

Although Google is using a 
cartoonish approach to promote 
Chrome, the new browser 
underscores the gravity of 
Google's rivalry with Microsoft, 
%vhose Internet Explorer is used 
by about 75 percent of Web 
surfers. 

Google's lead in the lucrative 
Internet search marker is nearly 
as commanding, with its engine 
processing nearly two-thirds of 
the Web’s queries. 

For the past few years, Google 
has been trying to take advantage 
of its search engine's popularity 
to loosen Microsoft’s grip on 
how most people interact with 
personal computers.

ST. PAUL — Republicam assailed Barack Obama 
as the most liberal^ least experienced White 
House nominee in historj^ Tuesday night as 
President Busli led a convention chorus of praise 
for GOP candidate John McCain. Delegates ral- 
lied behind vice presidential running mate Sarali 
Palin in the face of fresh controversy 

“God only made one John McCain, and he is 
his own manj^ declared Sen. Joseph Lieberman, 
the 2000 Democratic vice presidential nominee, 
awarded a prime-time turn at the Republicans' 
convention podium. 

The convention hall resounded with boos 
when Liebcrman said the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate voted to cut off funding '*for our 
troops on the ground^ in Iraq last year. 

And again when former Sen. Fred Thompson 
scoffed at the 47-year-old Illinois senator, who is 
seeking to become the first black president. 

“Democrats present a history-making nomi- 
nee for president. History making in that he is 
the most liberal, most inexperienced nominee 
ever to run for president J* Thompson said as 
delegates roared their agreement. 

Thompson and Lieberman both cast Palin as a 
political maverick in the McCain mold. 

The Republican nominee-in-waiting cam- 
paigned in Pennsylvania and Ohio during the 
day slowly making his way toward the conven- 
tion city where the 72-ycar-old Arizona senator 
will deliver his formal acceptance speech on 
Thursday night. 

Hundreds of miles to the west, in St. Paul, 
about two dozen men who were Vietnam pris- 
oners with him a generation ago sparked chants 
of “USA, USA” when they were introduced to 
the delegates. 

Bush, an unpopular president relegated to a 
minor role at the convention, reprised the nation- 
al security themes that propelled him to a second 
term as he spoke — briefly, by satellite from the 
W hite House. “We need a president who under- 
stands the lessons of Sept, ii, 2001,” he said. 

“That to protect America, we must stay on 
offense, stop attacks before they happen and not 
wait to be hit again. The man we need is John 
McCain.” 

lTt)mpson delivered a strong defense of Palin. 
He said the Alaska governor was “from a small 
town, with small town values, but that's n(3t good 
enough for those folks who are attacking her and 
her family.” 

He said AlcCain^s decision to place her on the 
ticket “has the other side and their friends in the 
media in a state of panic.” ap 





Young Chicagoans try to persuade 
peers to vote for their ca ndidate

As the founder of the Illinois Young Professionals for iMcCain, 
Healy 33, has traveled this summer around the city to street tests 
and the Air & Water show, trying to persuade young voters to go 
against the grain in a heavily Democratic city that’s Barack Obama’s 
baclq^ard to support his “hero,” John AlcCain, for president. 

“The great thing about John McCain is even if you don’t agree 
with him, and 1 don’t agree with him on every issue, you know 
where he’s coming from,” said Healy resident scholar at the 
AlcCormick Freedom Aluseum and membership director for 
Chicago Young Republicans. '*Wliat 1 trust about him is, even 
when 1 don’t agree with him, he’s doing what he thinks is right.” 

A self-proclaimed “political junkie,” Healy who is at the 
Republican convention in St. Paul this week, has missed out 
on watching baseball games this season to get the vote nut for 
AlcCain, who is set to accept his party’s nomination for president 
Thursday After the convention, Healy plans to try to inert^ase 
±McCain’s support in Chicago by visiting college campuses. 

“1 think Barack Obama and John AlcCain, to their credit, have 
gotten young people involved in the process and maybe that’s, 
more than anything, the lasting legacy of this campaign and elec- 
tion,” said Flealy who lives in the South Loop. 

Both candidates are aggressively courting young voters, who 
went to the polls in record numbers for this year’s primaries. 
Presidential candidates are engaging young voters through 
Faeebook and AlySpace pages, and college campus visits on the 
campaign trail. 

However, more of the momentum of the youth voting bloc 
seems to be behind Obama, who leads AlcCain 58 percent to 34 
percent among voters younger than 30, according to an August 
survey by the Pew Research Center. 

Although the youth voting trend poses a challenge ff>r AlcCain, 
who turned 72 last week, there’s hope to bridge the gap. 

“It’s definitely not over and they definitely do have a chance 
to still win young voters,” said Stephanie Young, a communica- 
tions associate for Rock the Vote. “It’s premature to say Obama 
has it totally in the can. Yes, that’s what it looks like, but this is 
a presidential election, and politics and things can change at the 
drop of a hat.” 

Ways AlcCain could gain more young votes include investing 
more resources into that voting bloc, highlighting his support for

AmeriCorps and playing up stories that show he has a connection 
to younger people, said Peter Levine, director of the nonparti- 
san Center for Information and Research on Civic Learning and 
Engagement at Tufts University which studies youth voting habits. 

“Young people arc more likely than others to change their mind 
during the course of the campaign,” he said. 

AlcCain has made strides in trying to reach young voters, said 
supporter Sean Bauer, 27. “He’s trying to make an effort going 
on late night talk shows, trying to blend in and use hip jargon 
and going on ^Saturday Night Live,’ ” said Bauer, who lives in 
Wrigleyviile. 

Still, Bauer isn’t surprised young voters migrate towai'd Obama. 

“He’s the younger of the two candidates. He’s very handsome, 
very debonair. He’s a sexy pick, He’s almost a celebrity in his own 
right,” he said. 

But Bauer is bucking the trend. 

“1 like McCain because he’s more of a centrist,” Bauer said. “I

Holding her 5-year-old blind daughter in 
her lap, Linda Williams fought back tears 
as she recounted the moments before her 
10-year-old daughter, Nequief was slain in 
gang crossfire outside their home Monday 

afternoon. 

“She couldn’t 
wait to start the 
4th grade, she 
had her book bag 
ready, she had her 
clothes ready. Her 
grandmother just 
went shopping for 
her," Williams said 
as she sat in the 
girls’ grandmother’s 
West Side home. 

Neqiiicl and her 
sister, Valerie, had 
just gone outside 
their home in the 8700 block of South 
Exchange Avenue to play when a bullet struck 
down NequicI, leaving her sister standing 
next to her body, clinging to a house gate. 

Saying she had an instinctive feeling, 
Williams was reluctant to let her daughters 
go outside Monday afternoon, but said 
Nequiel assured her it would be OK and 
that she would rake her sister with her. 

Minutes later, a neighbor ran into her 
apartment and said Nequiel had been shot, 
adding that he recognized the girl by the 
beads in her hair. 

“At first I thought both of my daughters 
were hurt because they both were wearing 
hair beads,” she said. “Then 1 ran out and 
found Nee-Nee laying on the ground.” 

Ralph Brack, 18, one of several neighbors 
who was outside on the holiday afternoon, 
said he heard about five gunshots out of 
nowhere and then a little girl ciying out.

New round of work set to 
begin on elevated tracks

Slow zones now account for only 10 percent 
of track on CTA rail lines, transit officials said 
Tuesday. 

TTe improvement, credited to aggressive 
repairs, reduces slow-zone track from a high 
of 22 percent last October, (TLA President 
Ron Huberman said. The update was provided 
as a new round of track work is set to begin 
Wednesday on the Loop elevated structure. 

The replacement of railroad tics installing a 
new signal system will cause inconveniences for 
riders through much of the fall. 

But the goal is to have all the work done before 
Thanksgiving, resulting in faster and more 
reliable service around the Loop, Huberman 
said. 

Track work in the Red Line subway is 
scheduled for completion by the end of October 
and by the end of the year on the O’Hare branch 
of the Blue Line. 

The rehabbed rails will permit trains to 
operate at up to 55 mpli instead of the 15 mph 
restrictions still in place over some deteriorated 
stretches of track through the more than 220- 
mile rail system. 


T he projects are aimed at cutting travel times 
and providing more capacity to serve the CTAs 
booming ridership growth. 

In addition, a fourth track will be restored to 
service by year’s end on the Brown Line corridor 
between the Belmont and Euilerton Stations 
serving the Brown, Red and Purple/Evanston 
Express Lines. Faster train speeds will result in 
shorter trips and give the CTA the option to 
add more train runs by recirculating trains more 
often on routes. 

The move is not a solution to acquiring the 
additional rail cars that the CTA desperately 
needs, but extra train runs using existing 
equipment will help C I A officials add capacity 
to ease the crunch on overcrowded trains, 
particularly during peak travel periods. 

During his news conference on the platform 
of the elevated Madison /Wabash Station 
downtown, Huberman also provided new details 
on the next phase of the project to modernize 
the CTA train signal system around the Loop. 

The project is geared toward moving trains 
more efficiently around the Loop, dlie current 
problem of trains stopping and restarting between 
Loop stations because of signal restrictions 
causes delays and backups throughout the rail 


The project is scheduled to be completed in 
2009.

Archdiocese 
to offer 
counseling 
for families 

Long scorned by victims’ advocates for not 
doing enough to help survivors of clergj^ sex 
abuse, the Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
Chicago has tried to make up for lost time 
and lost souls. 

On Tuesday, the archdiocese launched an 
unprecedented counseling initiative for the 
loved ones of those abused by deacons and 
priests, a group often overlooked on the path 
toward healing from sexual abuse. 

Starting this week, victims’ family mcm- 
hers are invited to attend a series of four ses- 
sions led by a licensed clinical social worker. 
The sessions will include open discus.sion 
and information about how the abuse affects 
family bonds, boundaries and the healing pro- 
cess. 

Kathleen Leggdas, a clinical coordinator in 
the archdiocese’s office of assistance ministry^, 
said family members often don’t realize the 
long-term effects of sexual abuse and don’t 
know where to go to rebuild the trust in rela- 
tionships and restore hope. 

“We know that family members deal with 
guilt. They deal with fear. T hey deal wath 
their own anger,” Leggdas said. Group ses- 
sions give parents, siblings and spouses “a 
sense of u nity.” 

Barbara Blaine, president of the .Survivors 
Network of those Abused by Priests, offered 
faint praise, reiterating a call for measures 
that will guard against future abuse, such as 
publicizing offenders’ current whereabouts 
and the names of religious order priests 
accused of abuse. 

But Matthew Elunnicutt, director of the 
archdiocese’s office of assistance ministry 
said that although many agencies offer sup- 
port groups and therapy, the church has an 
obligation to reach out to victims and their 
family members. Many professional thera- 
pists leave spirituality out of the recovery 
process. This initiative puts emphasis on it, 
he said.

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No more immunity for 
missing girl’s mother 


ORLANDO The Qiothcr of a missing Florida tod- 
dler no longer has an offer of immunity from 
prosecutors to help in the search. 

The state attorney’s office said it had not heard 
back from Casey Anthony before the offer expired 
1 lies day morning. 

Anthony’s attorney didn’t immediately respond to 
a phone and e-mail message for comment. 

Investigators have been searching for 3-year- 
old Caylee Anthony since mid-July when she was 
reported missing after not being seen for about a 
month. 

Prosecutors had extended an offer of limited immu- 
nity to the mother in exchange for cooperation. 


Investigators have called Casey Anthony 22, a per- 
son of interest in Caylee’s disappearance. She faces 
charges of child neglect, obstruction and making 
false statements in the case. 

Lab tests confirmed a decomposing body had been 
in the trunk of a car driven by the missing girl’s moth- 
er, and investigators believe the 3-year-okl is dead, the 
sheriff’s office said Monday. 

“(FBI) laboratory evidence, along with additional 
evidence that has not been made public, leads inves- 
tigators to the belief there is a strong probability that 
Caylee is deceased,” the Orange County Sheriff’s 
Office said. *‘lf any evidence to the contrary is pro- 
vided, it will be vigorously pursued.”

Michael Phelps set a lofcj^ goal for himself 
in Beijing and delivered with an Olympic- 
record eight gold medals. 

Now back in the U.S. — and in Chicago 
on Wednesday — Phelps has a new target: to 
increase swimming’s popularity in his home 
country and around the world. 

Phelps is looking to the example set by the 
Bulls^ Alichacl Jordan, another gold-medal 
winner and five-time NBA Most Valuable 
Player, as he sets his sights on his latest mis- 
sion. 

“What he did for the sport of basketball, 
hopefully 1 can learn from him a little bit and 
take what he did and put it into swimming/’ 
Phelps said in an interview with Bloomberg 
Radio’s “On the Ball” program, scheduled to 
air on Saturday 

Perhaps he’ll have a chance to visitJnrtlaiVs 
statue outside the United Center after he has 
raped the premiere of “The Oprah Winfrey 
Show;” along with 150 other members of 
the U.S. Olympics team. 1 he show, set at 
Millennium Park, acts as both a “welcome 
home celebration” for the athletes and a 
chance to show off Chicago, which is bid- 
ding for the 2016 Summer Olympics. 

Phelps also will participate in an online 
interview Wednesday afternoon to official- 
ly throw his support behind Chicago’s 2016 
bid. 

Also on his Chicago agenda: A visit to a 
Chicago Park District pool to conduct a 
swim clinic for kids, and a private recep- 
tion at the Hilton Chicago celebrating his

The company, which has 
sponsored Phelps since he was 16, 
promised him the bonus if he tied or broke 
Mark Spitz’s record for most gold medals 
at a single Olympics. Speedo International 
and the Warnaco Foundation will donate an 
additional $200,000 to the Michael Phelps 
Foundation. He plans to launch his new 
foundation with an eight-city tour 



because of the way he changed basketball 
while a member of the Bulls. 

Jordan became the most popular athlete 
in the U.S., helping the Bulls to six NBA 
championships in the 1990s. He was also 
one of the most marketed, hawking goods 
for Nike Inc., Coca-Cola Co., AlcDonald’s 
Corp. and Hanesbrands Inc. 

Five years removed from his pla>^ng career, 
Jordan still has clout, recently ranking i8th 
on Forbes’ list of the lop [oo Celebrities. 
The magazine said Jordan makes $45 mil- 
lion a year, much of that in royalties from 
the S800 million a year in sales for Nike’s 
Jordan Brand. 

While Phelps has a long way to go before 
matchingjordaji in the endorsement realm, 
he’s already doing his part to increase inter- 
est in his own sport, redeye contributed.

Leave it to three 
West Town residents

Chris and Susan Ongkiko, owners of The 
Continental^ and Amy Teri of Darkroom are 
behind the brand-new Old Oak lap. Sitting 
on a double -wide lot just w^cst of Damen 
Avenue, this stunner of a beer bar is the 
shiniest, new^est thing in sight (runner-up: 
the Dominick’s that moved in last fall). 

inside 

Old Oak has kind of a lumberjack-mects- 
contemporary condo look, from the CB2 
lime-green leather chairs and the Crate and 
Barrel cutting boards that hold appetizers 
to chunky log-legged tables and a mirror 
framed wnth tree branch slices. Gothic lan- 
terns and chandeliers hang from the soaring 
ce iling , and a cozy second-floor alcove wnth 
a chtjcolate suede banquette and its own bar 
provides a hidden vantage point — and is the 
perfect size for small private parties. 

A DJ or two were plucked from Darkroom 
to spin indie rock, R&B and soul on Friday 
and Saturday nights, but the floorplan is 
more suited for socializing than dancing, 
Iwo chairs flanking a candle- tt^pped stone 
fireplace and a checkerboard-top table with

chairs crafted from w^onden barrels provide 
intimate nooks for conversation. 

Outside 

The spacious, 76 -seat front patio lined with 
greenery is the first thing youll see from the 
street. Whether 7 p.m. on a weeknight or 11 
p.m. on a weekend, we found it brimming 
with locals soaking up the fair weather (and 
presumably cursing the fact that it opened 
tw^o weeks ago instead of two months ago). 

If you can’t bear to wait for an outdoor table, 
the inside feels almost as summery when 


the three sets of huge doors are s^vTingwide 
open. 

Drinks 

There’s a small wine list and a full bar, hut 
you really should be drinking beer here. 
With 20 by-the-bottle picks and 12 on tap, 
it’s the kind of collection that would have 
been groundbreaking a few years ago, but 
now^ is just considered solid. Beer novices 
will appreciate the menu’s succinct flavor 
clues, while brew geeks will admire high-end 
picks on tap, such as Delerium Tremens 
Belgian golden ale (S^S) and the dark and 
spicy Cane and Ebel Red Rye Ale (S5) from 
west-suburban-based Two Brothers Brewing 
Company And you still can get a S3 pint of 
PBR. 

Eats 

A menu of shareable plates, salads and sand- 
wiches by former Mas chef John Manion is a 
right-on match for Old Oak’s up sc ale -casual 
feel. Soft homemade pretzels (S9) are worth 
ordering just for the ultra-rich Guinness 
cheese sauce that accompanies them. If you 
adore meat, go for the pork sampler (Si 2), an 
indulgent lineup of silky pulled pork, spicy 
sausages and a thick square of insanely but- 
tery braised bacon. And though this is the 
furthest thing from a sports bar (the one TV 
behind the bar was off during our visit) you 


still can score three kinds ofwangs: sweet 
and spicy sirachi, jerk chicken and classic 
buffalo with cheddar-ranch dressing 

Crowd 

Old Oak’s crowd clearly mirrors the chang- 
ing neighborhood — a mix of artists and 
musicians that have lived nearby for years, 
mixed with new-to-the-nabe young profes- 
sionals and families. “WeVe seen a lot more 
strollers than we thought we would,” says 
Chris. Weekend nights bring in everyone 
from girls ’-night-outers in summer frocks 
ro casual couples in flip-flops and jeans to 
Converse-clad bike messengers. 

Service 

Barely open for two weeks, the staff still is 
adjusting to the crowds and handling snafus 
with a smile. 

Bottom line 

1 here’s something refreshing about a new 
venture built from the ground up by local 
biz owners — rather than corporate cronies 
seeking to capitalize on the next hot neigh- 
borhood. For elevated eats and a pint on the 
patio along this stretch of Chicago Avenue, 
you can’t do much better.

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Clean out that keyboard 

Shake an average office keyboard and you are likely to find what 
microbiology professor Charles Gerba calls "the bagel showeri- 
bread particles and other food bites lodged between the keys. 

Most office cleaning companies do not touch computers or 
keyboards because they don't want to risk causing any damage 
Hygiene is left to the employee, and many don't bother, 

Gerba recommends an alcohol-based sanitizer for cleaning the 
keyboard. Simply blowing compressed air over It is not going to 
remove bacteria clinging to the surface, he warned. 

Perhaps the best combination is that used by Brendan Cahalan, 
a risk manager with Standard Motor Products in Long Island City 
in New York. He uses an alcohol-based cleaner on his computer as 
well as compressed air to clear? out any debris between the keys. 


Protect 
your face 

Office workers touch 
their hands to their 
faces an average 
of 18 times an hour, 
according to Elizabeth 
Scott, a professor at 
the Simmons Center 
for Hygiene and Health 
in Boston. When we 
touch our faces, we 
bring all the collected 
gunk of our keyboard, 
desktop or BlackBerry 
right to their respiratory 
and digestive system 
every three and a half 
minutes-bacteria and 
viruses couldn’t ask for a better transportation system. 

Scott recommends washing hands regularly and. yes. using 
hand sanitizer, especially after shaking hands with a colleague 
suspected of having a cold or another illness. “As soon as I see 
someone come into my office that I think is sick, I itnmediately 
grab the sanitizer. You can shake hands at business meetings and 
still protect yourself,” she said. 

Gerba, In contrast, politely declines a handshake if someone has 
a cold, "You could infect the whole office. Any reasonable person 
will understand that," he said. 




Germs are lurking all over the workplace— some tips to avoid them

The average office has hundreds of times more bacteria than a toilet seat- The ‘^enter^ Initton 
on your office fax machine is probably a rank stew of vile bacteria. And here^s a controversial 
bit — women spread more germs in the workplace than men. Those are some of the findings of 
Americans leading expert on work and home hygiene, Charles Gerba, a professor of microbiology 
at the University of Arizona- 


Before women take offense, the higher germ concent ra^ 
tion is proof that wemen .have ahea.lthier diet tha n men- 
Vfbnien, Gerba found tend to store apples, bananas and 
other biodegradable, healthy ftjod at their desk while men 
go for less nutritious and rheretbre less gent^-ridden junk 
food, si3ch as gum or potato chips. 

Over the past two years, Gerba and his team have seen 


an. improvement in oversiill office hygiene as desk xyipes 
and hantl cleaners become more popular. 

With air conditioning units and ventilation shafts a 
good breeding ground for bacteria hi these still humid 
weeks, tfiere are a number of points experts want you to 
be aware of before you high-five a colleague at the ofJice 
meetinET. 
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Work like a lawyer 


Gerba s study of offices in New York^ San Francisco 
and Tucson. Ariz, found that teachers’ offices had 
by far the highest levels of germs per square inch, 
neady three times as much as bankers, the next 
most contaminated professionals. Lawyers had the 
least infection, 

White lawyers have the advantage of having 
little contact with children, they are atso good at 
sticking to a regimea Gerba said. 

One example is Colleen Kerwick. an aviation 
litigation attorney with the firm in Manhattan, 

She wraps up food remains and dumps them 
Immediately She was encouraged to do so after 
seeing a mouse's tiead peer out of a waste basket 
at a previous employer's office. 

“I do not use hand sanitizers or antibiotics 
as I believe they weaken your immune system. 
However I'm much more careful about office 
hygiene since niy mouse sighting," she said. 



Beware thy 
neighbor’s cubicle 

is your cubicle a pristine 
display cabinet while your 
neighbor s is a mounting pile 
of paper, uneaten food and 
sports socks? Those bacteria 
wifi multiply and crawl over 
that cubicle wall. 

Gerbas research found 
that two adjacent offices at 
one company fiad the biggest 
yeast contamination of dozens 
of off ices sampled. The 
cortamination simply spread 
from one to the other 

"It might be of interest to 
take note of your neighbor's 
hygiene practices, so sharing 
of bacteria and yeast doesn t 
occur ' lie wrote in his report. 



Wash often 

Washing you hands for 20 seconds under soap and mnning water is 
far better than a quick squirt of hand sanitizer at your desk, says Dean 
C liver, a professor of food safety at the University of California, 

Wliile many hand sanitizers boast of anti microbial properties, a 
scrub with ordinary soap is far better, Cliversaid. Water penetrates 
much deeper, helping to remove food debris and other particles that 
hand sanitizer just doesn't reach. 



Dispose of unwanted food 

Don’t let fooci accumulate In your desk drawer, where it will 
provide a giant breeding ground for bacteria According to 
Gerba. women bring healthier food to their desktops, such 
as fruit, which provides a boon for nutrient-hungry bacteria 

Gerba recommends the rapid disposal of any unwanted 
food,- hassled employees often forget about food lodged at 
the back of desk drawers. 

"The office refrigerator Is a total mess as well;’ he 
said, "People do not keep to the disposal rules, and the 
refrigerator is taking in food from many, many different 
houseliolds." 

Scott comes to women's defense on the food issuer 
women often have cleaner desks than men, so they will not 
allow the bacteria to build, she said. 


Think twice before using the fax machine 



Gerba's research in dozens of offices has 
found that the "enter” and "send" buttons 
on fax machines carry some of the highest 
concentrations of harmful microbes. 

In contrast, lesser-used keys have 
significantly less contarnirtation. 

Other commonly used surfaces with 
high contamination levels include the 
"copy" button on the office copier, and the 
handles of restroom doors, 


And before you ask to work from home, 
consider that Gerba's research has found 
much higher levels of contamination in 
home offices. Home workers are less likeiy 
to separate their private lives, he said. 

“Children can be a major source of 
contamination and home workers are much 
more likely to do things they would never 
dare attempt in a corporate office, such as 
put their feet on the desk, ' Gerba said.

‘Potter’ publisher looks 
to promote next big thing

On Tuesdiij; the U.S, publisher of “Harry Potter'" will 
premiere a highly ambitious series witii a mystery end- 
ing for readers and a couple of puzzlers for the industry 
How big is the market for a multimedia story^ — and can 
a phenomenon conceived by a publisher rather than 
created by the jjubiic? 

“The 39 Clues '^ is a plannerl to -volume set about 
young Amy and Dan Cahill and their worldwide search 
for the secret to their family^s power The first book, 
“The Maze of Bones," is WTitten bv Rick Riordan of 
“The Liglitning Thief" fame and has an announced 
first printing of 500,000, Steven Spielberg already has 
acquired him rigiits to the series. 

Each book will have a dilferent writer, inchiding 
such best-sellers as Ciordon Korman and Jude Whtsoii. 
Backed by a mukimillion-dollar marketing campaign, 
“The 39 (dues" also features game cards, a contest with 
a S TO, 000 first prize and a sophisticated Web site that 
includes games, blogs, videos and thousands of pages of 
background, 

“The word w^'e alway^s used was 'groundlrrcakingj" said 
Scholastic executive editorial director David Ixvithan, 


“Wc wanted to be the first out there to introduce this 
kind of multidimensional thing,” 

A Schoiastic team, led by Levithan, thought of the 
series about three years ago, working from the idea of a 
treasure hunt. The essentitJ outline , including the end- 
ing, was set by the publisher, 7\uthors were asked to fill 
in the derails, taking a thread, as Levithan describes it, 
and turning it into a blanket. 

“It’s a different kind of chaileiige," Levithan said. “To 
use a movie analogy each director of the 'Ihuty Potter' 
idms brings their own voice and tlieh own vision to wfiat 
J.K. Rowling has done. You still feel there's a consistency 
there, and part of tlie fun is seeing what they add to it." 

Scholastic quickly decided that **The 39 Ques" would 
make an ideal multiplatform event. Readers might 
check out the Web site, just as kids who love oiiiinc 
games might then turn to the books. A recent study by 
the American Library Association revealed that many 
librarians already use games to attract young people and, 
ideally get them interested in books. 

Beckv Anderson, co-owner of the Anderson 
Bookstores in suburban (Chicago, says she is a little wary^ 
of the project's ambitions: “ It was presented to us as the 
thing that s goiiTg to replace 1 Lirry Potter.'” Still, she was 
“blown awav^'^by “ITe 30 Clues.” 

“We're myesrmgbig in tliis,” she said. “I tliink we see it 
as a way to get some of those nonreaders into reading ”
